No. 4(18)-Tex(D)/68.—Tre Government of India have decided to constitute 
a Committee— 

(a) to examine the existing pattern and structure of marketing, Including 

assembly, storage and sale and utilisation by or through various 
public and private agencies, and to suggest changes necessary to en¬ 
sure orderly and stable marketing of raw Jute, Including the mainten¬ 
ance of stocks in different seasons, which would enable a consistently 
Increasing level of production of raw Jute and Jute goods to be 
maintained; 

(b) to examine the adequacy of the existing institutional and other arrange¬ 

ments for the flow of financial credit and supplies and services 
required by growers in the production of raw jute and mesta, and 
by cooperatives, other Institutions and Individuals, for the orderly 
marketing of the same, and to suggest improvements. Including the 
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ieltiiiK up of a permanent body, If necessary, to keep these operations 
under constant review, and initiate essential changes and Improve¬ 
ments from time to time, depending on the situation as It may 
develop; 

(c) to, examine, in detail the question of giving a uniform price to., the jute 
growers in dlflerent parts of the country es efl&ilpt'the.piwaeht system 
oi equal price In mills gates and make re^pHunendatlons in this 
regard.
